Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 6/27/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's 
invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., carry out both 
authentication and PDP context while still connected to the first communication network) are not 
recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1 1 8 1 , 26 USPQ2d 1 057 (Fed. Cir. 1 993). 

Further regarding Applicants argument that Parikh does not teach "simultaneously performing a 
packet data session establishment procedure with the second network while still being connected 
to the first network". Examiner notes that the following limitation also reads on (but not limited 
to): 

Perform(ing) (the present participle of the verb perform), packet data establishment (i.e., TCP 
connections etc.) procedure (a series of steps taken to accomplish an end). 
Based on the above Parikh reads on the broad limitation above for at least the reason as follows. 
In order to establish the packet data session (i.e., in some form or another such as a TCP 
connection) with the other network the step of authentication must take place. Therefore, the 
authentication is included in the "overall" procedure/steps of packet data establishment because 
without it you cannot connect. Also, since the handoff is seamless ( no disruption to ongoing 
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internet sessions) and there is no loss of connectivity to the internet, ongoing connections are 
maintained and new TCP connections (i.e., packet data) can establish themselves. 
For the reasons above the rejection is proper.
